Sir,— 

I have the honour to submit herewith the report of the Department 
of the Provincial Secretary for the year ended February 29, 1908. 

There has been a steady increase in the work of the Department 
with the exception of joint stock companies incorporated under The 
Companies Ordinance which fell short by eleven of the number incor¬ 
porated during the previous corresponding period. This is to be 
accounted for by the financial depression that unfortunately enveloped 
the country during a portion of the period covered by this report and 
which had an influence on each of the branches administered by this 
Department but it is to be hoped that the reaction during the coming 
year will, so far as this Department is concerned, show how universal 
is the prosperous rebound. 

The administration of The Corporations Taxation Act, on behalf 
of the Treasury Department, has been added to the duties of the Depart¬ 
ment. The amount of taxes collected up to February 29 last was 
$28,421.86. 

A large number of joint stoek companies increased the amount of 
their capital stock. The requirements of The Companies Ordinance in 
respect to returns has been very strictly maintained and with hardly an 
exception all companies on the register have filed all returns up to date. 
The pressure brought to bear in this direction accounts for the number 
of moribund companies whose names have been struck off the register. 

In the appendix will be found a detailed account of the work 
carried on by the Department.
